Eleven cltlea have 
population ranging from (1,000 to 10.- 
000. They are. In order of aiie. a« fol- 
Iowa: llopklnsvllle, Bowiing Oieen. 
Aabland. Mlddleaboro. Win. hester. 
1'ayton, Bellevue, Mavsvi'le MayOeld. 
Danville and Richmond. There are 
S00 towns and 31 villages, making a 
total of 389 Incorporation* 

Analyaia of tbe figures shows that 
Keutm ky. like her Bister states of 
the middle west, haa grown citified 
during the past decade. In other 
words the tide of migration hat leen 
from the rural districts and Mailer 
towns toward the larger centers of 
population. In many of the villages 
tbe copulation is below the 10"0 
mark. lo tho cities of between 5,0u0 
and 10,0ft Maysville is tbe only one 
that failed to Keep atep In the march 
c' pregteea.
